Dung v. Artificials. 


An average well-kept sample of farmyard 
manure might show on analysis .6 per ent. 
nitrogen, .5 per cent.’ calcium phosphate, and 
8 per cent. potash, vielding per ton 11)bs. 
nitrogen. 10ibs. calcium phosphate, and 18lbs. 
potash. Such ingredients we might obtain by 
purchasing 62ibs. sulphate -ef ammonia. 
óOlbs. superphosphate, and 36ibs. muriate of 
potash,’ costing at present prices 8s. 6d. This 
is in excess of the market price of: farmyard 
manure. Experiment bas shown, bowever. 
that, of the nitrogen. in farmyard manure, 
only one-fourth is ° utilised by the plant, 
against three-fourths of the nitrogen in $ul- 
phate of ammonia, and a similar ruling prob- 
ably exists in regard to the phosphates and 
potash. Then there is the disadvantage that 
a great bulk must be handled for a given 
quantity of fertilising material, hence to as- 
sign to it a figure représenting about ba!f 
the cost of its manurial ingredients in arti- 
ficials should not be far off the mark—namely, 
about 4s. per ton under present conditions. 
Various changes take place in the manure- 
heap during storage, whereby constituents in 
the manure are made more readily available 
for plant nutrition, such changes “being 
wholly beneficial. Further changes. of an in- 
jurious character also take place, causing loss 
of valuable ingredients. the extent of the loss 
depending ou the manner of storage. Thus, iv 
experiments. at Rothamstead, the losses on 
storage for 3 nionths were:—4 per cent. of 
the nitrogen in a compact heap under cover ; 
7 per cent. of the nitrogen in a loose heap 
under cover, and 33 per cent. of the nitrogen 
in & heap exposed to the open air. 


To Reduce Losses. 


The last-named is the.method of storage 
commonly followed in Ireland, and, as the 
Josses are very considerable, it is of the utmost 
importance to. adopt every possible measure 
to counteract them. Where cattle. are 
fattened in sheds the manure should he kept 
under them until it is needed: Other manure 
should not he allowed to lie about the houses. 
but be clamped in the dunghill, the latter

Layers of earth can be placed over the heap 
at intervals. fhus conserving the ammonia 
‘gas, through the escape of which loss of the 
nitrogen takes place.

PROPOSED .BLEND. 


“ That we réquest the Government: of An 
Saorstat to introduce legislation before the 
autumn of 1929 making it obligatory. on all 
millers of maize to blend it with 15 per cent. 
home-grown grain before offering it for sale 
in An Saorstat.’’ 
This resolution was passed at-a meeting of 
grain growers beld at Athy. 
The mover was Mr. J. 4. «Bergin, who 
said, when the figures. for 1928 are pub- 
lished, it would be seen that we had paid 
four millions sterling for maize. If 8;500,000 
ewts. of maize were imported in. a year and 
millers. were obliged to blend 15 per cent. 
of home-grown grain with it, they would 
have found a hitherto untapped market for} 
1,125,000 ewts. of wheat, barley, oats or rve, 
according to the. district of milling. On 
the basis of an average yield of 18 cwts. of 
grain per statute acre, it would require the 
produce of over 70,000 acres to supply this 
new market. Under this arrangement every 
maize miller will be a corn buyér and eévery 
mill a market. The scheme would divert 
annually the sam of over £600,000 from 
Argentina to An Saorstat and divert just 
over £100,000 per annum from foreign to 
home millers.

TREATMENT OF YOUNG 
BULLS. 


Young bulls intended for stock purposes 
should be kept in. good service condition. 
To ensure this, they should be regularly ‘fed 
with concentrated food. The following has 
been found to give good results :— 

2 parts crushed or nutted linseed cake or 
palm nut cake. | 

2 parts Indian meal or barley meal. 

2 parts crushed oats. 

1 part wheat, bran. 

All through the year the bull should receive 
daily in two meals from 4 to 6lb.. according 
to age, in addition to a fair allowance of 
iurnizs in winter and spring, and of grass 
or other green food in summer.

It. is very difficult to get vessels into a 
satisfactorily clean condition. by .wasbing 
alone, and the difficulty is: increased if the 
water supplyis not good. ‘The best sterilising 
agent for dairy utensils subseguent, to wash. 
ing is steam. Steam is avajlable on™ every 
farm, but the difficulty is. to utilise it for 
sterilising purposes. Where farmers are 
handling large quantities of milk and selling 
it‘at city prices, they may be prepared to 
instal ‘one of the numerous sterilising outfits 
on the market. The price of such an outfit, 
however, is out of the question for the ordi- 
nary farmer who is sending milk te the 
creamery. 


A Simple Steriliser. 


We have heen experimenting with a simple 
form of steriliser at University College, Cork, 
and find: that a very simple sterilising ap- 
paratus -can be made at-a reasonable price. 
It. consists of a box with angle iron frame- 
work sheeted at the sides and back with 
strong sheet zinc. . The dimensions of frame- 
work are 2ft. x 1}ft. by lft. high.- On this 
frame rests a water receptacle. about 'thrée 
inches ‘deep, with a capacity of one to two 
gallons, 

On the water receptacle reste a cover made 
of sheet zinc, with a 2in. pipe in the centre 
to act as a steam duct. The heat is supplied 
by two Primus stoves, which burn paraffin. 
Sterilising should’ not be begun until the 
water is boiling and steam js actually issuing 
front the. pipe. Churns and pails are 
sterilised by turning them upside down over 
the jet directly. 


IMPROVING THE. EGG 
YIELD. 
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PROBLEM OF THE SMALL EGG. 


A feature of the egg laying test for 
pullets. conducted at Stormont, Belfast, last 
season, was the relatively high cost of food 
per bird and the moderate return per bird 
obtained over cost of food. In 1923. the 
cost of f per bird, for the period of the 
test, (48 Weeks) was Qs.

CASTLECOMER COAL AT 
GRANGEGORMAN. 


Mr. C. Byrne presided at the Joint Com- 
mittee meeting ot the Grangegorman Menta! 
Hospital held vesterday. 

Dr. J, O'C, Donelan, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, stated in his report that the 
total number of ents in the hospital was 
5,539—1,811 males and 1,728 females, Of this 
‘number 834 men and 806 women were at the 
Portrane branch. As compared with the same 
date last year there was an increase of 58. 
The general condition of, both the Portrane 
and Grangegorman establishments and the 
general health of the’ patients was satisfac- 
ph The report given by the inspector, Dr. 
Kelly, of bis inspection of both hospitals was 
of-u highly favourable character. 

Mr. J. J. Doyle, Chief Olerk, submitted 
his report, whieh stated that the accounts 
passed for payment by the Finance Com- 
mittee amounted to £18,507 11s. 7d., includ- 
ing £9 6s. 3d. expenditure out of loans and 

174 3s. ód. for equipment of the North 
Dublin Union. Allowing for the receipt of 
£2,000 from the Dublin Union Commissioners.

CASTLECOMER COAL. 

The Committee recefitly sanctioned the pur 
chase of a wagon of Castlecomer steam coal 
for the purpose of carrying out a test of its 
suitability for use in the institution. For 
steam-raising purposes the coal was practi- 
cally as eflicient as Welsh steam coal, but it was 
very difficult to handle, as it contained a 
percentage of sulphur. In actual use it fuged 
some of the fire bars, and it was very hard to 
remove the clinker which formed. and siuek 
to the bars. 

As compared with Welsh steam coal its 
price was prohibitive and put its use out of 


able. No doubt, the coal would be udapted 
for use in specially-designed furnaces if it 
were ag economical in use. Welsh steam coal 
delivered free at Grangegorman, all charges 
paid, was 25s. 7d. per ton, and Castlecomer 
coal, all charges included, would be 44s. per 
ton. 
As the consumption of steam coal at the 
two institutions amounted to 56,000 tons per 


coal over Welsh coal rendered its use pro- 


hibitive. 

LOGAL AUTHORITIES ACT. 
Regardir the letter from the Clerk to the 
Select Committee of Dail Eireann, submitted 
at last meeting, Mr. Doyle said that he was 
hardly in a position to express any decided 
opinion yet as to the underlying merits of the 
Local Authorities (Officers and Employés) 
Act, 1926. It was hardly likely that the 
Legislature would sanction anything except 
minor modifications in an Act which they had 
adopted as a matter of public policy, and he 
would, therefore, suggest for consideration :— 
(1) That the so-called ‘“‘ recommendation ”’ 
of the Commission to a local authority, which 
is mandatory, be abolished, and that the 


responsibility for each appointment. 

(2) That the Commission’s power of ap- 
pointment be limited to medical officers, 
county surveyors, engineers and vi: 
cipal clerical officers (secretaries and ac- 
countants). All other positions to be filled 
by the locai authority. 

(3) That the voluntary ‘‘ Selection Boards’ 
now called in to assist the Commission be re- 
placed by permanent officers, to whom de- 
finite responsibility wonld attach should 
unsatisfactory appointments be made. 

(4) That in the allocation of marks, ad- 
ditional marks on a certain defined scale be 
allowed to (a) subordmate officers of the 
Local Authority concerned, whose records are 
satisfactory; (b) applicants belonging to the 
district served by the local authority con- 
cerned. 

(5) That the existing procedure be ex- 
pedited to avoid the long delays which now 
take place. 

Mr. J. F. McGahon said that the 
gested recommendations would improve the 
administrative workings of local institutions. 
He did not approve of the lodging of money 
with applications for permission to compete 
at the examinations, A register of applicants 
should be kept to obviate the payment of 
additiona] fees. The lodgment of money 
each time was a heavy tax on applicants.

Mr. A. M. Fahy, Secretary of the Irish 
Beet-Growers’ A&sociation, told me yester- 
day that the matter would.be fully dealt 
with at a meeting of his organisation in 
Carlow next Saturday, and mentioned 
that the counties concerned were Carlow, 
Kildare, Leix, Offaly, Kilkenny, Wicklow, 
Louth, Wexford, Tipperary and.

It was 
sufficient for a few Republicans to be seen 
talking together for it to become treason from 
the policeman’s point of view. He arrested 
them and charged them with any offence 
available. He should like the Justice to 
realise that as a Republican he would not 
accept bail. Returning them for tria] meant 
that they would go to jail, and it was usual to 
keep a Republican in jail as long as possible. 
It meant sentencing him to six months in 


jail. 
_ SUSTICE’S COMMENTS. 

Justice Donoghoe said that his function 
began and ended in deciding whether there 
was a prima facie case made out against tho 
ace men. — He was satisfied that there 
was no prima facie case against Lawless, and 
he discharged him. He returned the others 
for trial to the Circuit Court. 

“One of them,” said the Justice, “ in ad- 
dressing me, says that means a sentence oí 
six months in jail. That is no fault of mine. 
There is a clause in the Act which says that 
he (the Justice) cen give bail, and the accused 
man will not avail himself of it.”

the purpose of compelling the authority to 
fulfil their duty. f steps were not taken 
by the Committee to carry out their statutory 
obligation in this respect, the Ministry would 
be obliged to hold a public inquiry into the 
matter in accordance with the terms of Sec- 
tion 98 of the Education Act.

After the 
explosion it was found that the cornice of 
t..e Foster place section had been injured, 
and it was necessary to replace it. Had the 
explosion not occurred the ceiling would have 
been good for thirty years or more. 
Mr. Millar, architect to the Bank of 
Ireland, said that on examination of the ceil- 
ing last June he found it in condition. 
Aitcr the explosion on November 11 last he 
again examined the ceiling, and found that a 
small portion of it had fallen down and must 
be replaced. He received three 
estimates for its replacement, £108 being the 
lowest. ‘The ceiling had been put there 128 
years ago. 
Mr. Munden, contractor, said that the 
portion of the ceiling which had fallen was 
twelve feet by four feet. From his experience 
of explosions the portion of the ceiling that 
remained standing and looked perfectly sound 
was, in fact, shattered and liable to fall at 
any time.

EXITS WRECKED DURING 


STAMPEDE OF PEOPLE. 


The Irish Kinematograph Co., Ltd., made 
an application for £500 compensation for 
malicious injury in respect of damage done 
to their Mary Street Picture House on 
November 26 last, when “ stink ’’ bombs 
were exploded in the cinema. 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Cros-

Mr. Finlay stated that the proprietors of 
the cinema had a dispute with their workers 
owing to the dismissal of one man. Prosecu- 
tions had been taken against some of the 
workers, and they came before his lordship 
by way of appeal. Seven days after the 
hearing of these appeals three men were seen 
speaking to the picket outside the theatre. 
Shortly afterwards three bombs, apparently 
made from electric light bulbs, were ex- 
ploded inside the theatre. There was great 
commotion, during which the men escaped. 
ere were cries of “Fire,” and the 
people in the theatre wrecked the exits in 
their anxiety to escape. Two rows of seats 
were also wrecked. ; 

Mr. Burke, who represented the Dublin 
Commissioners, said that they could not, dis- 
pute malice, and suggested that £100 would 
meet the damage. 

Mr. Finlay said that his client wouid 
accept this. 

Judge Davitt said that the consequence of 
the action gf these men might be more 
destructive to human life than to property. 
He found it hard to believe that the rela- 
tions existing between employers and em- 
ployed were such as would tolerate an action 
of the kind by any member of a trades 
union.

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DISUSED WORKHOUSES 


IN ROSCOMMON. 


FAMILIES LIVING UNDER 
APPALLING CONDITIONS. 


‘The conditions under which the majority 
of these people live can only be described as 
appalling ” was the statement made in the 
course of the joint report on disused work- 
houses in Roscommon, furnished by Dr. D. L. 
Kelly, Inspéctor of Mental Hospitals, aud Mr. 
A. Martyn, Engineer, to the Ballinasloe 
Mental Hospital Committee at the meeting of 
the Ballinasloe Committee. 
The report was the resuit of the Com- 
mittee’s finding that the Mental Hospital at 
Ballinasloe was seriously overcrowded. 
Dr. Kelly and Mr. Martyn visited the work- 
houses atCastlerea, Strokestown, Boyle and 
Portumna. 

The report stated that Castlerea was 
rapidly falling into a state of dilapidation. 
Several portions of the buildings were in occu- 
ation of twenty-five families, some of whom 
bad been there for over five years. ‘ihe con- 
ditions under which the majority of them 
lived could only be described as appalling. 
There was no sanitary or lavatory accommo- 
dation, and no lighting and no water supply. 
The floors generally were bad, and the walls 
unplastered. The roof was defective in many 
places. The building would ‘accommodate 
about 250 patients, but the lowest cost of 
alterations and repairs would be £21,000. 


SIX FAMILIES. 
Six families were in residence in Strokes- 
town Workhouse, and the building was in a 
bad state. There was no sanitary accommo- 
dation. The cost for renovations would be at 
least £27,000. : 
There were six families in Boyle Work- 
house, and there was no sanitary accommoda- 
tion. The roof was bad. The cost of fitting 
it up would be £22,000. 
Portumna Workhouse was in a fair state of 
repair, and was unoccupied. The expenditure 
for refitting would «ne to £22,000. 
The Committee considered the report a 
valuable one, as it indicated that the expense 
for repairing any of the workhouses to make 
them a suitable auxiliary would be altogether 
beyond their means and the capacity cf the 
ratepaying public at present. 
It was decided to carry out internal struc- 


tural alterations in the Ballinasloe Asylum, 
at a cost of £450, for the accommodation of 
750 extra patients.
